Vazquez, whom a leftist anti -government maga- 
zine had billed as the Robin Hood of Mexico's guer- 
rillas, gained a significant following and reputa- 
tion especially in the rugged western state of Guer- 
rero, his main area of operation. Security forces 
had been on his trail for years and their inability 
to capture him had caused the government consider- 
able embarrassment.
